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" COMMANDER BYRD’S OWN STORY 


Of Successful 


Initial Attempt to Get Into the Air Failed, but 
Skiis Stood Strain—First Sight of Polar Ice 
Pack—Difficult Task of Getting Plane 
From Ship to Shore Described.

KING’S BAY, Spitzbergen, May 13.—Now comes the hardest part 
of our Polar expedition—telling about it. I cnly wish I could make 
our experiences as vivid on paper as they are in my mind. 

It is difficult for me to realize as I sit snugly warm in my cabin 
on the good ship Chantier, that just a few hours ago Floyd Bennett and 
I were on our great adventure, flying over the white waste of the 
polar sea, aiming at the goal that had lured men for hundreds of years 


Yet I cannot feel puffed up or very enthusiastic about our per- 
It was not so difficult to 
' do. My efithusiasm is rather for aviation. 

I knew we must get off before the middle of May, as the weather 


| is clear up to that time, but foggy and uncertain afterwards. 


We had on the plane our largest and strongest skiis. We had con- 
‘siderable difficulty in getting the engines started, but when once 
| under way the powerful motors pulled the plane easily over the snow. 
| Our skiis did not look any too strong, with the weight of the 
\great plane upon them. Sure enough we found on examination that 
| one skii had split and that one of the landing gear fittings had torn 
loose. 


|A Dark Outlook for Venture. 
Things looked black. If this happened when the plane was vir- 
‘tually empty, what would happen when she carried a double load? 
We changed our gear fitting and put on what we thought were 
|Our next strongest pair of skiis. We then repaired the first broken 
'skii. The men worked all night on these repairs. I had some 
respect for snow when I started on this venture. I have more now. 
We trampled it down and took out ridges and bumps for a 1000-yard 
runway ahead of tie planggs Believe me, no one knew from experi- 
Fence what a big, three-motored plane on skiis would do on snow. 
There was something for us to learn. 

The big moment of the start of our first trial flight was at 
hand. Bennett shot the motors on full power. The plane hesitated

This report cams 
from Robert Waskey of the Detroit 
Arctic Expedition, stationed at 
Point Barrow.

The polar route cuts down 
the distance from Spitzbergen te 
Alaska to about 2000 miles, com- 
pared with approximately 10,000 
by the nearest other route, or abot 
20,000 by usual commercial routes, 
The stamps for the betters on the 
Norge were made espectally for the 
trip by the Norwegian Postoffice 
Department.

Stamp collectors value 
the issue at $25 a s’amp.

From that moment the 
King’s Bay people were our firm 
friends, and we were overwhelmed 
with offers of their service.

Frederick Jennings, the husband, 
a chemist, left Rochester in 1917, 
when he became estranged from 
his wife, to enlist for service in the 
World War. 

Flaherty, according to Mrs. 
Thompson, was legal advisor for 
Mrs. Jennings when she brought 
action against her husband for non- 
support, and later defended her 
when her parents brought action 
against her for abandonment of her 
two children. The children were 
adopted by the grand parents. 
Flaherty now is at liberty on 
5,000 bail pending appeal from 
conviction for first degree man- 
slaughter in the death of Miss 
Clara Hagen, after a criminal oper-

No Record of Repeated Of- 
fenders Found at Peniten- 
tiary by Association for 
Criminal Justice. 


LESS THAN 1 PER CENT 
SERVE FULL TERMS 


In Early Days 33 Per Cent 
Completed Sentences — 
Vocational Education 
Suggested. 


No records are kept at the Mis- 
souri penitentiary to show whether 
convicts repeated offenders 
(recidivists), the Missouri Associa- 
tion for Criminal Justice has found, 
and. therefore, there is no index 
of the success of the prison in re- 
forming cmminals. 

This statement is made in a de- 
tailed, copyrighted, study of par- 
dons, paroles and commutations, 
by A. F. Kuhlman, assistant oper- 
atine director of the association, 
in its crime survey. A summary 
of his findings was presented at a 
meeting at Jefferson City last Jan. 
12. brt the complete report is now 
available. The report says: 

“Tf the prison officials had com- 
piled statistics on recidivism among) 
those committed to the peniten- 
tiary in recent years, they would 
have known that something was 
wrong with the system of releases 
from the institution. No such sta- 
tistics have been presented in the 
biennial reports of the institution 
o the General Assembly since 1916. | 
In fact there has been no book- 
keeping or stock-taking of the hu- 
man and correctional! aspects of 
the problem of administration 
since that date. 

“Elaborate statistics have been 
compiled for the General Assembly 
showing purchases and sales in the 
industrial department, but sta- 
tistics and records which would 
indicate the nature of the correc- 
tional problem presented by pris- 
oners committed, and which would 
rive an index to the value of the 
real product of the institution, i. e.,

been inadequate. Many of the young 
prisoners who have never been 
taught a trade and who, therefore, 
do not have an earning capacity 
which would enable them to make 
an honest living, have spent their 
days in the prison without being 
adequately prepared for the eco- 
nomic adjustment that they must 
make if they are to live as law- 
abiding, useful citizens upon re- 
lease. 

Records of the chief ways in 
which prisoners were released from 


the penitentiary throughout fte $0 
years of existence were studied. 
with results set forth in a table, a 
summary of which follows: 

From 1836 to 1870, 83 per cent 
of the prisoners served the full time | 
for which they were sentenced. In | 
the next two-year period the per- | 
centage dropped to 13, two years' 
later to 3, and by 1890 was .94 of 1 | 
percent. Since then the fractional | 
percentage has been even less,

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AIR FORCE TEST IN 
NEXT MANEUVERS 
OF NAVAL FLEETS 


Warships Will Be Support- 
ed by Carriers Bearing 
231 Planes to Be Used in 
Attack. 


hv the Aseanciated Preas. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Prac- 
tical test of the coast defense 
value of aircraft against a mod- 
ern fleet may form a part of the 
joins army and navy maneuvers to 
be held in August next year at Nar- 
ragansett Bay, R. I. 

Preliminary plans for the war 
game have been made possible by 
an agreement in Congress on the 
fuel item of the navy appropria- 
tion bill which will permit the bat- 
tle fleet to enter the Atlantic next 
spring. 

Selection of the Narragansett 
Bay area means that defenses of 
the Northeastern frontier sector 
will be tested, with the major por- 
tion of the fleet on the attack. 
With the date set more than a year 
away, both of the giant airplane 
carriers, Lexington and Saratoga, 
should be with the fleet, having 
on board a striking force of 231 
fighting, bombing, torpedo and 
scouting planes with which the de- 
fenders will have to deal. 

As yet neither department has 
gone beyond a tentative allotment 
of funds for the joint maneuvers, 
to be asked at the next session of; 
Congress. «The whole project rest- 
ed upon the availability of fuel for 
the fleet during the coming fiscal 
year to take the ships into the At- 
lantic. The long wrangle between 
House and Senate conferees over 
this and other itema of the navy 
bill held up work on the maneuver 
problem. 

Test of Mitchell's Assertions. 
“The East coast games will af- 
ford the first opportunity for mo- 
bilization of the army's air fleets 
to repel an attack by sea and air. 
Former Col. Wm. Mitchell contend- 
ed, at his recent hearing, that an 
adequate air force could safecuard 
the coast line and dominate a 200- 
mite area off shore, preven‘’ing any 
hostile fleet commander from risk- 
ing destruction within that dis- 
tance. 

With the two swift carriers and 
their air squadrons at the dis- 
posal of the attacking force, a new 
element enters into the defensive 
problem and it seems certain. that 
plans for the games will include a 
carefully worked out program de- 
signed to throw light on the em- 
ployment of planes on offense and 
defense. 

The Lexington will become air 
flagship of the scouting fleet in the 
Atlantic after her completion, 
scheduled for April, 1927. The 
Saratoga is expected to be finished 
next December and will go into 
the Pacific as air flagship of the 
battle fleet. Preliminary naval

Wilhelm could not be prevented 
from re-entcring Germany from his 
exile at Doorn, according to French 
authorities. He is simply a refu- 
gee in Holland and the only prom- 
ises he made were the usual ones 
of not to undertake any subversive 
activities. 

The Dutch Government is under 
no obligation to hold him and 
would interfere only if he attempt- 
ed a coup in Germany and failed, 
then tried to re-enter Holland. 
His pledge not to enjoy such a coupe 
from Holland is not considered as 
ritory. Even if he were restored as 
violated so long as he does not per- 
sonally organize an armed force.

AMERICANS EATING LESS 
BREAD AND WHEAT PRODUCTS 


Consumption 24 Per Cent Less Per 
Capital Than in 1879; Rig- 
gest Reduction Since 1924. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Bréad 
is losing its pre-eminence as the 
staff of life. Economists of the 

Department of Agriculture say the 

American people are eating less 

bread because they can afford to 

pay for a more varied diet. with 
the result that flour consumption 

has fallen 24 per cent since 1879. 

The decline has been more rapid 
since the war, amounting to about 

2 per cent a year from 1914 to 

1924. Each American now uses an 

average of 4.8 bushels of wheat a 

year as compared with 5.38 bushels 

in 1904 and 5.6 bushels in 1879. 

Increased purchasing power and 
continued drift of the population to 
the cities are assigned by the de- 
partment as major causes of this 
relative displacement of bread 
from its high position in the com- 
mon diet, while more effective use 
of flour and development of high 
quality wheat, making bread with 
less flour than formerly used, also 
have something to do with it.

The mile and a quarter contest 
is to be a duel between the East 
and the West. Often the Derby has 
resolved itself into such a race, but 
never before have the _ sectional 
lines been so closely drawn. It is 
to be a race of Kentucky against 
New York, and if Kentucky loses, 
there will be no more money in 
this section of the West for a long 
time to come. 

It would not be the first time 
that Kentuckians bet their last dol- 
lar on a son of the old bluegrass 
-country only to see the money take 
wings and fly away. Memory re- 
calls the day that Proctor Knott, 
pride of the bluegrass, bearing a 
name honored in the State for gen- 
erations, had to take the dust from 
the heels of a better colt called Spo- 
kane. That was away back in 1889, 
but Proctor Knott was famed in 
speech and song despite his defeat. 

Now It’s Bubbling Over. 

This year the Kentu¢Kians are 
pinning their all to a splendid lit- 
tle chestnut colt named Bubbling 
Over. He is one of Col. E. R. 
Bradley’s “big” colts, a son of 
North Star and Beaming Beauty, 
Col. Bradley is almost as much of 
a tradition of the turf in this sec- 
tion as the Derby itself. The Colo- 
nel is what is known as a “race- 
horse’’ man. Raising horses and 
racing them is his’ vocation, his 
avocation and his entire reason to 
be. The Colonel lives and breathes 
race horses. His stable has a tre- 
mendous following at all times in 
this section and this year it is lese 
majestge to Kentucky’s remaining 
institution to suggest that Bubbling 
Over will have to lower Kentucky's 
colors to that much-feared son of 
the East, Pompey, which has come 
here and set the Churchill Downs 
track afire with his sensational 
work in the big races. 

Col. Bradley has won the Ken- 
tucky Derby but once in all of his 
long turf career. In 1921 his Be- 
have Yourself and Black Servant, 
scions of the “B” family, ran one, 
two in the big classic. Once again 
this year the Kentuckians regard 
the race as settled. They are ex- 
plosive in their eagerness to back 

3ubbling Over off the boards. 
They are not ready to admit that 
the East can send a better “hoss” 
to the Derby than one reared here 
in the very shadow of the Downs. 


Pompey Has His Following. 

But it is difference of opinion 
that makes a horse race, and s0 
this year there are those, and plenty 
of them, who believe|that Pompey, 
son of Sun Briar and Cleopatra, 
will make a show of Bubbling Over 
and all the rest of the Derby field, 
which may consist of 12 to 14 
starters, just enough to insure an 
interesting and truly run race. 
Pompey or “Pompeii,” as they call 


him out here, is what impartia! 
horsemen call the “class’’ of the 
race. He ought to win. He is ac- 


customed to the weight and should 
not shirk the distance. Pompey 
was the greatest money winner bf 
the 2-year-old division last year, 
and therefore he _ is called the 
champion. There were several oc- 
casions when Bubbling Over might 
have met Pompey as a 2-year-old, 
but always the challenge was de- 
clined. 

Pompey belongs to W. R. Coe of 
New York. With Mr. Coe racing is 
not a profession, as it is with Col. 
Bradley. To the New Yorker rac- 
ing is a diversion. He has offices 
in Wall street and is an insurance 
broker and financier. Racing in 
this country rapidly is becoming 
the sport of the money kinks. Mr. 
Coe is one of them. If Pompey 
wins the Derby, as he ought to do. 
Mr. Coe and his intimate friends

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SULTAN OF MOROCCO PAYS

BEIRUT, French Morocco, May 
14.—A tradition centuries old in 
Morocco went into the discard 
when Sultan Mulai Yussef ap- 
peared at the great fair here and 
mingled with his subjects on foot, 
instead of remaining aloof, sur- 
rounded by ancient ceremonials.

‘Note: At this point, Jane's 
breathing continuing labored, and 
my apprehension growing, I insist- 
ed on terminating the seance.)

As to what Halliday had hoped 
to discover, I am as completely in 
the dark as ever. On my decision 
to end the seance, and on turning 
on the lights as I did without 
warning, the group was seen to be

appeared to have been’ pushed 
back, and was somewhat nearer 
the cabinet than before. 


Hayward, so far as I can tell, 
had not changed his position. His 
attitude throughout seemed to me 
to be one of polite but rather un- 
easy scepticism. Livingstone, on 
the other hand, showed strong 
nervous excitement from first to 
last, but certainly never left the ta- 
ble. 

He is ill today, which is not sur- 
prising, but I understand the in- 
tention is to carry on the exferi- 
ment without him tonight.

The music, the 
low light followed by darkness, the 
strange and fearful expectancy of 
something bevond our ken, all 
added to the history of the house 
itself and its recent tragedy, had 
prepared us for anything. 

The billowing of the cabinet cur- 
tain was particularly terrible. 
Sceptic as I am, I had the feeling 
of some dreadful thing behind it; 
something one should not see, and 
yet somehow might se. : 

Both Crawford and Cameron be- 
lieve that certain individuals 
have the ability to project from 
their bodies rod-like structures of 
energy, invisible to the naked eye 
but capable of producing levita- 
tions, raps and other phenomena.

Dietitians say count the calories, 


avoid sweets, breads, potatoes, fats 
and all stimulants, even coffee and 
tea, but see to it that the proper 
nourishment is taken. The system 
functioning naturally, a normal 
of sleep, plenty of water 
within and without, fresh air and 
exercise he!p in all conditions. The 
following sample menus will point 
the way for those bent on reducing. 
The change will not happen in a 
day, but will be a gradual condi- 
tion. That is, not a shock to the 
system, but a comforting feeling. 
Break fast. 

One or two cupfuls of hot water 
with the juice of a lemon, and a 
slice of toast with a very thin 
spreading of butter. This will be 
about 75 calories. Meager it will 
seem at first, but one soon gets 
used to it. 

Luncheon. 

One corn muffin, a single pat of 
butter and a cup of tea or coffee 
with cream. This will total 275 
calories. Now, if preferred, a salad 
may be substituted, a generous 
amount of lettuce with a dressing 
made of Roquefort cheese, an inch 
and a quarter cube of the cheese 
mashed in a little vinegar with no 
oil: or a large baked apple, or 
something else that comes into the 
hundred calories portion. 

Dinner. 


Vegetable soup, clam juice, or 
oyster cocktail. A small helping 
of lean meat, fish or lobster. 


Large helping of lettuce or raw 


cabbage. A dish of tomatoes, 
cauliflower, beans, carrots or tur- 
nips. A small slice of bread, a 


half pat of butter, a small banana 
and a cup of cereal coffee. This 
totals 665 calories, leaving 70 cal- 
ories over that may be used ina 
bite before going to bed, if one 
feels hungry. 

One thousand two hundred cal- 
ories a day will be ample food, for 
the system will then draw on its 
fat shortage, if needed there, by 
helping to bring down the pounds. 
This plan, worked out by a woman 
dietitian who knows, is well worth 


following, for it in no way threat-|' 


ens starvation, or the undermining 
of health, which the indiscriminate 
use of drugs might do. 

A little study of hundred calorie 
portions will soon make our task 
easy and we will become quite ex- 
pert in choosing wisely and well. 
We do not have to give up all our 
favorite dishes, either, for occa- 
sionally we can make a whole meal 
of one dish, if we carefully esti- 
mate the number of calories it con- 
tains.

You may be a resident of one of 
the cities in which, owing to neg- 
lect of vaccination, smallpox has 
gained more or less of a foothold. 

You can never know when you 
are exposed to this dreadful dis- 
ease. 

The considerable increase 
smalipox, which has been record- 
ed in the United States during the 


last ten years, is undoubtedly due 


to a genera! relaxation in the en- 
forcement of the present laws on 
vaccization and the repeal by many 
stateg @f compulsory vaccination 
laws.

W. Sears (New York 


Journal of Medicine) says that the 


United States has more smallpox 
than any country in the world but 
India and Russia. 

In the first half of 1924 there 
were 4000 cases in the State of 
Michigan alone, and for the first 
ten months of the year Detroit re- 
ported 1592 cases, with 164 deaths. 
Twenty-six per cent of its popula- 


tion were unvaccinated and 44 per 


cent were in need of revaccination. 
New York State had 498 cases in 
1924, some of them the malignant 
type; 451 of these had never been 
vaccinated. 

A severe type of smallpox may 
induce a mild attack in a person 
who has been vaccinated som«r 
years before, but the patient is 
nevertheless able to 
severe type to the urvaccinated. 

The manufacture of vaccine vi- 
rus has been under Government 
supervision since 1902, and _ the 
greater refinements which § have 
been introduced into the process 
and also the more sane and care- 
ful methods of vaccination have 
rendered the process perfectly safe 
and harmless. 

I wish to emphasize, as I have 
in previous articles, that there are 
no contra-indications to vaccina- 
tion in the presence of an 


patients at Detroit who were vac- 
cinated, 90 were cases of erysipe- 


las, 733 were confinements, 876 
were newborn babies, 21 were ve- 
nereal and others were infec- 
tious diseases and tuberculosis. 


No untoward results occurred i 
any of them. 

In normal timee the only contra- 
indication the presence of an 
open wound which might be in- 
fected. Eight hundred and geven- 
teen thousand vaccinations were 
performed altogether in the Detroit 
epidemic; there were a few sore 
arms, but not one that could in any 
way be called serious. 

No case of smallpox occurred 
among exposed people who had a 
vaccination scar five years old or 
less. 

There were 12 cases among per- 
sons who had vaccination scars six 
to ten years old; 35 persons with 
scars of 11 to 25 years standing, 
and 66 with scars over 25 years 
old. Only 7 per cent of cases had 
a typical vaccination scar, and none 
of those who had it died. 

Vaccination gives a greater pro- 
tection against smallpox, according 
to the statistics, than does an at- 
tack of the disease itself.
